Herewith is submitted the report of the Librarian for the 
year ending December 31, 1929. 


The total circulation for the year has been 7,125 volumes, 
adult 4,488, juvenile 2,637.

REPORT OF CEMETERY COMMISSION 


To the Citizens of Colrain: 


The Commissioners have expended the money appropriated 
by the town for use in Chandler Hill Cemetery and the old 
church lot, restored to the town by the gift of Charles Martin, 
in clearing out brush, cutting grass, grading rough places and 
restoring and straightening stones. The part not occupied by 
graves has through the help of the Colrain Woman’s Club, been 
set out with red pines which are growing and will in time cover 
the rocky hillside. The church lot has been plowed and seeded, 
but owing to the dry summer the grass died out and it has been 
necessary to re-plough and re-seed it. The old stone wall between 
the Apt pasture and cemetery has been relaid. Through the 
generosity of Mr. William Fulton of Waterbury, Conn. a stone 
wall has been laid around the church lot and in time a pleasant 
park will be where the old church once stood. Mr. Fulton’s 
generosity has also allowed us to put a new wall across the front 
of the cemetery which was not fully completed before the cold 
weather prevented further work and also the laying of gravel 
paths through the cemetery which are known as “The Fulton 
Memorial Paths”— 

Last year we received a gift of $50.00 from Mr. George 
Bell of Chicago which aided us very much and we have received 
this year $50.00 from Mr. Charles A. Stewart of Greenfield which 
will be of great assistance in carrying the work along. 

The Commissioners have been asked to take charge of the 
Christian Hill Cemetery and they are willing to do it if the town 
so votes and appropriates money for the work. They would 
respectfully ask that the town appropriate the sums for each 
cemetery as named by the Budget Committee.

I submit herewith my report of an audit of the accounts 
of the town of Colrain for the year ending December 31, 1929, 
made in accordance with the provisions of Chapter 44 of the 
General Laws. This report is in the form of a report made to 
me by Mr. Edward H. Fenton, Chief Accountant of this Division.

Sir: 


In accordance with your instructions I have made an audit 
of the accounts of the town of Colrain for the year ending 
December 31, 1929, and submit the following report thereon: 

The financial transactions, as recorded on the books of the 
several departments receiving money for the town or committing 
bills for collection, were examined and checked. 

The accounts of the town treasurer were examined and 
checked in detail. The recorded receipts were checked with 
the records in the departments collecting money for the town 
and with the other sources from which money was paid into the 
town treasury. The payments were verified by a comparison 
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with the orders of the selectmen authorizing the payment of 
town funds. The cash book was added throughout for the period 
of the audit, the cash on hand was verified by an actual count, 
and the bank accounts were reconciled with statements received 
from the banks of deposit. 


The appropriations, as listed from the town clerk’s records 
of town meetings, were compared with the aggregate amount 
expended from each appropriation, it being found that all ex- 
penditures have been kept within the amounts appropriated. 


The transfers from the reserve fund, authorized by the 
finance committee, were verified by a comparison with the 
records of the finance committee. 


The accounts were analyzed, a trial balance was taken off, 
and a balance sheet, which is appended to this report, was pre- 
pared, showing the financial condition of the town on December 
31, 1929. As may be seen from the balance sheet, the financial] 
condition of the town is excellent. 


The computation of the tax rate was listed from the asses- 
sors’ records, and it appeared that the assessors, in computing 
the rate in 1929, raised $2,000 more that the total appropriations 
voted at town meetings. Before computing the tax levy, the 
assessors should compare the total appropriations to be included 
in the tax levy with all available departmental records, in order 
that the correct amount of revenue may be raised. 

The accounts of the tax collector were examined. The 1927 
and 1928 taxes, outstanding at the time of the previous exam- 
ination, were audited. 

The commitment lists of the 1929 poll, property, and motor 
vehicle excise taxes were added and reconciled with the warrants 
of the assessors committing the taxes for collection. The re- 
corded collections were checked by a comparison with the 
treasurer’s cash receipts; the abatements were verified by a 
comparison with the assessors’ record of abatements granted, 
and the outstanding accounts were listed and proved. A fur- 
ther verification of the outstanding accounts was obtained by 
mailing notices to a number of persons whose names appeared 
on the books as owing money to the town, and from the replies 
received, it appears that the accounts, as listed, are correct. 

The financial records of the town clerk were examined. The 
receipts for dog and sporting licenses were verified by a com- 
parison with the records of licenses granted, the payments to 
the county treasurer and the Division of Fisheries and Game, 
as well as the cash on hand, being verified. 

The surety bonds of the town clerk and treasurer for the 
faithful performance of their duties were examined and found to 
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be in proper form. The bond of the tax collector could not be 
located. 

The receipts for licenses were verified by a comparison 
with the Selectmen’s record of licenses granted. 

The accounts of the sealer of weights and measures were 
checked, and the payments to the treasurer were verified. The 
receipts for rent received from property owned by the town were 
also verified. 

The records of collections of the highway department for 
plowing driveways, of the public welfare department for aid 
rendered, and of the school department for tuition charged were 
examined, checked, and verified. 

The records of receipts of the library treasurer were check- 
ed, and the payments were verified by comparing the orders 
drawn by the library trustees with the cancelled checks on file. 

The securities, including savings bank deposits, represent- 
ing the investment of the library trust funds and of the Daven- 
port Relief fund, were personally inspected and listed. ‘The in- 
come was proved and the payments were verified. 

Appended to this report, in addition to the balance sheet, 
are tables showing a reconciliation of the treasurer’s cash, 
summaries of the tax and departmental accounts, as well as 
tables showing the trust fund transactions. 

For the cooperation and courtesy extended by all town off- 
cials during the audit, I wish, on behalf of my assistants and for 
myself, to express appreciation.
